This book excellent illustration how 
interesting statistical data can be, when properly 
presented. There are facts, numbers, comparisons 
—thousands them. But the topic—the col- 
lege graduate America today —is human, 
the writing lively, and the graphical presen- 
tation ingenious, that one who starts the 
book practically doomed finish it. 

The raw data were collected 1947 Time 
magazine, through questionnaires sent 9064 
graduates 1073 colleges, part project 
reader analysis. research bureau Colum- 
bia University analyzed the results and the auth- 
ors wrote the results.

College graduates earn considerably more 
than their noncollege colleagues, job for job. 

one profession per cent the grad- 
uates earned more than $7,500 per year; an- 
other profession per cent. Education (mostly 
teaching) was second from the bottom, with 
per cent earning $3,000 $5,000 per year. 

general, there are fewer bachelors among 
college graduates than the general population; 
and married college graduates have more stable 
homes than men general. The higher the 
income, the greater the number homes with 
two more children.

ATHOLIC high school enrollments 
the United States jumped from 129,- 


848 pupils 1920 482,672 1948, 
increase 272 per cent. During the same 
period the number Catholic secondary 
schools increased from 1552 2150, which 
only per cent. 


The fact that the increase enrollment 
far greater than the increase the 
number schools explained chiefly 
the consolidation schools into central 
diocesan high schools. Catholic school ad- 


ministrators, faced with the necessity 


accommodating ever increasing numbers 
secondary school pupils, have turned more 


and more central organization. This 
one factor which explains the rapid rise 


Catholic high schools during the 
past quarter century. 


This unprecedented rise Catholic 


high school enrollments very likely will 
even greater during the next two decades. 
Anational study has indicated that second- 
ary school enrollments, both public and 
nonpublic, will rise per cent between 
1949 and 1965. more recent estimate 
future enrollments the Catholic high 
schools Columbus, Ohio, indicates that 
the expansion that city will 107 
per cent during the same period. Accord- 
ingly, the number Catholic high school 
pupils Columbus will more than double 
during the next years.

Early Opposition Movement 

From the viewpoint organization 
there are three kinds Catholic secondary 
schools the United States: private, 
school controlled religious order inde- 
pendently parish diocese; parochial, 
school which funds and administration 
are under parish control; central, school 
designated such the bishop and hav- 
ing funds and administration under dioc- 
esan control. 

The first central Catholic high school was 
established 1890 Philadelphia. De- 
spite this late start and very slow prog- 
ress until 1910, the movement has experi- 
enced rapid growth the past years. 
Whereas there were only eight central 
schools existence 1909, 1948 there 
were 165 dioceses. Although they 
represented less than eight per cent the 
schools, they enrolled per cent the 
pupils. 

the opening the twentieth century 
practically all Catholic secondary schools 
for boys were attached colleges pre- 
paratory departments while 
schools were chiefly academies operated 
religious communities. The representa- 
tives these institutions considered the 
new movement threat the existing 
order and likely cause disunion the 
ranks Catholic educators. 

Such opposition succeeded delaying 
but not suppressing the movement. 
fact, the long controversy provided op- 
portunity for winning many new adherents 
the cause. The turning point the 


struggle was the Report the High School 
Committee the Catholic Educational 
Association the 1911 annual meeting. 
urged establishment central schools 
whenever and wherever possible. With the 
encouragement several members the 
hierarchy, the movement then expanded 
rapidly that central schools were 
operation 1925. 

The first diocese undertake the or- 
ganization these regional schools 
widespread basis was Trenton, J., where 
eight central schools were established be- 
tween 1918 and 1924. that time the 
merits diocesan system high schools 
had been well proved. The decade 
witnessed the foundation additional 
central schools. 

Dioceses other than Trenton which to- 
day have well-developed system central 
high school organization are: Providence, 
Philadelphia, Brooklyn, Cincinnati, Harris- 
burg, St. Louis, New York, Boston, Buf- 
falo, and Steubenville. 


Rising Costs School 
Construction 

second factor the rapid rise 
central school organization the increas- 
ing costs school construction. the 
minds some people this matter ad- 
vancing costs relatively simple thing. 
They suggest that have only delay 
action during the uptrend costs. The 
assumption that construction costs will 
drop again levels some undetermined 
previous period. 

Such assumption not justified. Re- 
search several national organizations 
provides data which destroy such hopes. 
The American Appraisal Co., Milwaukee, 
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has developed construction cost trend 
chart for Using 1913 base 
for the index 100, the construction cost 
index had risen 500 1950. Accord- 
ing this chart there has been constant 
uptrend since 1850 with magnified costs 
during wartime years. are conserva- 
tive and use the plateau costs between 
1937 and 1940, have little evidence 
justify hope that costs will stabilize 
point lower than per cent above these 
unit cost levels. 

Some may object that costs much 
build parish school. equal facilities 
are provided the objection not valid. For 
example, more expensive build three 
separate parish high schools each accommo- 
dating. 200 pupils than build one 
central school for 600. The modern high 
school building includes great variety 
facilities. Classrooms, while still the major 
item, are longer the only scene edu- 
cational activity. Special rooms, labora- 
tories, study halls, library, auditorium, 
gymnasium, and cafeteria are some the 
facilities which must provided today. 
With the exception classrooms, most 
these facilities are used only small 
percentage their capacity, with the per- 
centage increasing the size the school 
increases. 

planning and equipping building, 
school officials should attempt secure 
maximum use these costly facilities. 
some public systems the school has under- 
gone complete reorganization make 
complete use the school plant possi- 
ble during every hour the day. The 
same cafeteria, which can accommodate 
200 pupils parish school, can accom- 
modate 600 pupils central school 
adjusting the time schedule. 
viewpoint evident that the costs 
providing equal facilities for the same num- 
ber pupils considerably less central 
than parish organization. 


Need for Teacher Economy 

Scarcity teaching personnel the 
third factor which has played part the 
expansion central organization. The 
limited number teachers available re- 
quires that our resources pooled 
achieve greater economy. 1947, the total 
number teachers Catholic secondary 
schools was 27,216. Less than per cent 
this number were lay teachers. The chief 
cause the lack was the in- 
creased enrollments. While the religious 
teaching orders have managed maintain 
and even extend their ranks, they have not 
been able keep with the demands 
the rapidly expanding enrollments Cath- 
olic secondary schools. The average pupil- 
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teacher ratio 1946 noncentral schools 
1947 was 15.3. the same time the aver- 
age pupil-teacher ratio 165 central 
schools was 29.6. 

Possibly this economy teaching per- 
sonnel effected through central school or- 
ganization better explains the strength 
the movement than the resulting economy 
operation. Almost twice many pupils 
are being instructed one teacher 
central schools noncentral schools. 
Catholic school officials struggling supply 
teachers for the ever increasing demands 
the dioceses cannot overlook this fact. 


Public School Consolidation 

fourth factor which helps explain 
the central school movement the con- 
solidation smaller units now taking 
place public school organization. There 
was considerable opposition when consoli- 
dation was first attempted the public 
school system. This opposition stemmed 
chiefly from the fact that originally the 
emphasis was upon artificial grouping 
old rural school districts into single cen- 
tral district. 

Today the emphasis being placed 
the community school district with sin- 
gle central secondary secure 
sufficiently large membership make 
diversified educational program economic- 
ally possible. This need for consolidation 
many local public school districts has 
been made obvious number author- 
itative surveys. Such extensive examination 
the public school system emphasizes the 


changing nature the educational scene. 
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Ward Reeder, professor education, 
Ohio State University, has compared the 
central Catholic high school with the con- 


solidated public high school which has 


found more efficient, financially and 
pedagogically, than the smaller public high 
school. 


Proof that forward-looking educators 


agree that the better practice have 
larger unit for school administration can 
found studying the following figures 
public school districts the United 
States. 1933 there were 127,000 


tricts; 1939, 117,000; 1947, 94,000; 1951, 


87,000. Thus years the number 
school districts has decreased per cent. 


The data not only indicate steady decline 


the number districts but also tha: the 
momentum constantly growing. 


Diversified Curriculum 

fifth factor which accounts for the 
recent trend toward central schools that 
broader and more varied curriculum can 
provided central than smaller par- 
ish schools. comprehensive program 
studies provided the typical central 
school but most parish schools must limit 
themselves the academic program. 

The type secondary education needed 
today much different from that com- 


monly offered the beginning the 


century when the great majority pupils 
who enrolled were planning attend col- 
lege. recent survey made the 
present writer,’ all the administrators who 
discussed the question how central, par- 
ish, and private schools could provide the 
type education needed today the cos- 


mopolitan school, agreed that the central 


school was better suited accomplish the 
task. Rev. John Breheny, assistant super- 
intendent schools, Archdiocese New 
York, expressed the common viewpoint: 

“The central school can better provide 
for the type secondary education needed 
would seem that the central high school 
offers the best possibilities for providing 
for those who are not particularly gifted 
along academic lines. parish 
ity (private) schools, the cost 
ment, the difficulty providing 
and the smallness the interested groups 
ordinarily would prohibitive.”

Economy Operation 

sixth factor which has been responsi- 
ble for the trend toward central schools 
the resulting economy operation. Statis- 
tics are available show that the larger 
central schools may operated less 
expense even though they offer broader 
educational program than the smaller non- 
central schools. 

According study made Russell 
Boehning 1946 Gonzaga University, 
Wash., the annual average per 
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pupil costs operation Catholic 
high schools Washington was $127. The 
average number pupils per school was 
148. Thirty-one the schools were non- 
central. similar study costs made 
the present writer and reported the 
publication referred above, the average 
per pupil costs central schools was 
found only $75. The average number 
pupils per school this study was 566. 

comparison the two studies shows 
that the larger, central school can op- 
erated more economically than the smaller 
private school. The costs operation 
the noncentral schools was found 
almost per cent higher than that cen- 
tral schools. Even school enrollments 
were not expected rise sharply the 
next few years, Catholic school adminis- 
trators could not afford overlook such 


large financial savings which result from 
central school organization. 

During the past quarter century, attend- 
ance Catholic secondary schools has in- 
creased almost phenomenal extent. The 
problem providing pupils with second- 
ary education under Catholic auspices 
schools which are hard pressed accom- 
modate the increasing numbers who desire 
admittance, the pressing challenge which 
Catholic educators must meet today. The 
central Catholic high school has made its 
appearance one solution how pro- 
vide the best possible education for more 
and more Catholic youth. For this reason 
the number central Catholic high schools 
has been increasing each year. the 
present time appears that Catholic sec- 
ondary education witnessing new era 
central high school expansion.

The Don Bosco Trade School East 
Boston, Mass., conducted the Salesian 
Fathers and Brothers St. John Bosco, 
pioneers the field vocational and 
technical training for boys. Founded 
1946, Don Bosco Trade currently has 
enrollment 165, and offers general 
secondary education addition com- 
prehensive training specified trades; 
namely, printing, woodworking, and ma- 
chine-shop practice. 

The schedule alternates full week 
classwork with full week shopwork for 
four years. All shops are under the direct 
supervision Salesian Brothers, all 
whom have been graduated from Salesian 
trade school teachers’ training centers, such 
the Don Bosco Technical School 
Paterson, J., where they received four- 
year courses shop and high school plus 
three additional years advanced shop 
and technical training. The graduate 
Brother from these training centers has 
the equivalent college education plus 
mastery particular trade.

School the students are thoroughly in- 
structed both theory and practice. Each 
student also receives invaluable

asked define vocational education, there 
probably would some vague and diver- 
gent answers. This due part the 
uncertainty about the exact spot that voca- 
tional education should occupy the 
whole scheme education. Since author- 
ities are not agreement not sur- 
prising that there much latitude 
where vocational education should begin 
and end. Some opinions favor the theory 
that should start elementary school, 
some favor the high school level, while 
others favor post-high school age.

This vocational 
education. But educational usage has re- 
stricted mean the third definition 
stated above. 

Common usage frequently refers voca- 
tional education high schools. Most high 
school work really not vocational train- 
ing, rather prevocational. Correct 
terminology honored more the breach 
than the observance. customary 
drop the prefix “pre” and simply use the 
term vocational. However, there are some 
high schools that really have vocational 
courses, such the (federally aided) 
Smith-Hughes courses and their equivalent. 
The two terms vocational and prevoca- 
tional are used interchangeably. The mean- 
ing other terms frequently used con- 
junction with this subject are follows: 

Manual training was the original term 
used designate all types work which 
the hands played major role. The 
etymology from the Latin word manus, 
hand. The term manual training de- 
scribes more the form than the entire 
content. ““Manual” tasks were looked upon 
not requiring any “mental” activity. 
This, course, not true. The term 
manual training now obsolete. The term 
manual arts modern refinement. 
dentist, surgeon, stenographer require 
manual dexterity, yet preparation for their 
work was never considered “manual 
training.” 

Industrial arts industrial education 
direct preparation for gainful employment 
industry. This direct preparation means 
more basic training than imparting specific 
skills. includes such things the knowl- 
edge and use tools industry, the 
approach and solution industrial prob- 
lems, knowledge the language in- 
dustry which mechanical drawing, safety, 
methods, measurements, and the like. The 
methods used imparting the basic train- 
ing must necessarily entail the teaching 
specific skills. The methods used teach- 
ing are means end not end 
themselves. 

Trade training teaching and training 
for specific trade occupation, 
carpenter, electrician, tool- and diemaker, 


printer. All the methods and the teaching 
are directed toward specific goal: impart- 
ing the skill the trade. end 
itself not means end. Generally 
trade school has working agreement 
train apprentices for union, working 
agreement with the state apprentice train- 
ing director properly place certified 
graduates the trade-training program.

OMPLAINTS the indifference 
our Catholic teen agers public high 
schools religion come from all sides.

The Catholic public high school pupils 
rebel against the teacher’s demands for 
classroom conformity comparable that 
which maintained the parochial school. 
She interprets this reaction 
against authority, lack discipline. The 
students interpret her interior dislike for 
the lack these externals dislike for 
the students. 

The catechist with masterful per- 
sonality demands such external signs 
attention she (or was) accustomed 
get the parochial gets 
them superimposed measures, 
which bring immediate external results. 
The potential saints sit stilted, silent 
array with the instructions rolling off 
them. Indifference? What child would not 
prefer scolding for indifferent don’t 
know” and unhidden, unspoken “and 
don’t care” tin-soldiering? Their dislike 
for the method. The catechist thinks 
they dislike religion. And since high school 
pupils’ analytical powers are not very well 
they think religion and 
regimentation the same thing and con- 


clude that they not like it. Interest 
nil, attendance poor and gets worse 
all because the catechist does not under- 
stand her pupils. 

Then there the misguided catechist 
with deep sympathy for these spiritually 
neglected teen agers. She loves them and 
wants keep them her class. Otherwise, 
how can she tell them about the good God 
and His Church? She convinced that she 
not going drive them away. But forced 
training and practice, and fear 
uplifted eyebrows and supervision that 
judges externals, she feels she must 
obtain the accepted norms. she nags 
away the precious moments about gum 
chewing, candy eating, the angles the 
chair, the freshness the cordial 
and the lack respect for the holy habit 
the blunt “Yes” and the flip “How you 
know?” while her pupils discuss the senior 
class play and the latest school gossip. 
Some pupils continue come class be- 
cause they are fascinated irking this 
type teacher, few come out dogged 
devotion duty, the others drop. 

Were this well-meaning, zealous teacher 
aware the traits, feelings, and actions 
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these teen agers, she would realize that they 
not want formal classroom situation, 
simply because they not associate re- 
ligion with schoolroom. (And well that 
they not, their practice religion 
continue during vacation and after 
but they not the religion 
center, they reason. Hence, they not 
expect and definitely not want com- 
pulsion approach from the catechist. They 
are ready and willing and even anxious 
learn their religion, but they are anything 
but ready accept classroom reduced 
strict order and unformity the last 
detail. 


Public School Environment 


These pupils are used expressing 
themselves freely and candidly their 
teachers. They openly challenge and ques- 
tion the statements made them. Apostolic 
catechists encourage them from 
the time they are first grade, training 
them take the offensive faith and 
morals. Youth being youth, they are not 
always discreet making their applica- 
tions. Now they come the religion center 
and question and challenge what say. 

Here they are, emotionally immature, 
notably unstable teen agers, transplanted 
from one educational system into another 
for only two hours week more likely 
less than one —and they are expected 
adjust themselves they had spent the 
other thirty odd hours it. 

When pupil and teacher are working and 
living the same school system, pro- 
nounced moods are mutually shared 
them, and the teacher unconsciously adapts 
her teaching this current state mind. 
But the CCD teacher does not know what 
the mood her freshmen will 2:00 
p.m. Thursday, until they arrive. They may 
gay and talkative, excited tonight’s 
social; they may rebellious against that 
new school ruling; they may tense with 
fear the stiff test next day, they may 
just low with day-after spirit. 


Religion School Environment 

The powerful teacher with 
magnetic personality can, perhaps, take 
their minds off the absorbing cause their 
mood through her orientation, and then 
proceed her presentation with in- 
terested class.

lesson. She keeps abreast their environ- 
ment reading their school paper, fol- 
lowing their games, socials, and activities 
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the local paper, walking the 
corner meet them, spending few 
minutes the all-too-short period just 
chatting with them, better, just listening 
them. time well spent, helps 
her lead her pupils appreciation 
and living their religion. 

Why tell them the purpose their re- 
ligion order their environment God, 
why them this, while the same time 
lesson far removed from poured over 
them? Why not let them experience 
right now? 

Suppose for example, that today’s es- 
sential doctrine about the Blessed Trin- 
ity. They are much more immediately con- 
cerned about the number points 
which they lost last night’s game than 
the number Persons God. But talk 
with them about the indwelling the 
Blessed Trinity the souls those boys 
out the floor, the love and help each 
Divine Person during the game, and the 
increase sharing God’s life through 
sports. What spirited class will be! 
More than one may talk once, someone 
may stand up, another pull his chair 
vantage point, while others 
hands and clamor for hearing. But what 
harm they are interested and thinking. 
They are ordering their immediate environ- 
ment God, they are living their religion. 

this point measures may taken 
against disturbing externals. firm “We'll 
take our turns answering” “We shall 
just wait until everyone ready listen,” 
and the like, will sufficient keep the 
necessary order. Notice, the mecessary 
teaching, but not end. The pupils 
will now see means attain de- 
sired end and will co-operate getting it.

Such teaching calls for initiative, quick 
thinking, resourcefulness, and 
love and sympathy for public school teen 
agers. presupposes special training the 
psychology and methods Confraternity 
teaching.

and radio, from newsreel and news- 
paper, from microphone and magazine, 
everywhere today, those who care, those 
who sense America’s national peril are 
warning, again and again, that America 
danger.

All have read the story the 
the story, you will remember, young 
American, who fit frenzied passion 
declared never wished see America 
again hear its name. The judge, em- 
bittered the awful statement, not realiz- 
ing entirely what was doing perhaps, 
granted the wish the accused: spend 
the remainder his natural life aboard 
ship ships, always outward bound. 
transferred outward bound ship 
whenever approached the shores his 
native land. That was never hear the 
name his native land again. That 
messages America were come him; 
that one was ever converse with him 
upon the subject; that the word “America” 
was never again music his ears. 

With years, even before the full import 
the sentence was fully realized, Philip 
Nolan his heart was pleading for for- 
giveness. Years passed, years anguish 
and atonement, years regret and re- 
morse, but the terrible sentence was carried 
out. The young officer who had spoken 
rashly, sought vain hear his coun-

Our Way Life 

Democracy both way life and 
system government. Whether one 
the other, both, asserts again and 
again, the primacy man over accident 
birth, social status, inherited position. It, 
and other government God’s earth, 
does this well, considers first and fore- 
most the dignity the individual man. 
rejects race color creed physique, 
the trappings wealth, even the marks 
the intellect being more significant 
than the rights, the God-given rights, 
man. Man, man, America has intrinsic 
worth. 

Yes, friends the classrooms, the pul- 
pits, the courts justice, the playgrounds 
and the athletic fields; yes, friends 
the press, the radio and television, tell 
young America America. Tell them 
their America. Tell them there arising 
among specter which sows seeds 
distrust, ill-feeling, hatred and ill-will. 
Tell them doing this between white and 
black, among Protestants, Catholics, and 
Jews, capital and labor. Show them that 
this specter with its seeds distrust and 
disunity would destroy America, their 
America.

tive and immutable moral principles. 
must tell them that rid ourselves 
the eternal law and the natural law that 
nothing remains but the sovereignty the 
State but that the State not identical 
with God more than are the people. 
must have them see that defy the people

Tell them America! Tell them that 
democracy does not mean that anyone and 
everyone may and think and say 
pleases. Tell them that democracy does 
mean there accountability for one’s 
deeds and sayings authority higher 
than any which can derived popular 
vote. 

Again, day and day out, over and 
over again from every source available 
nation which God has favored never 
another nation was favored, must tell 
our youth that God the Author law, 
objective and immutable principles. 
must have young America understand and 
believe and feel that Godless America 
America materialism, and that ma- 
terialism and communism, and destruction 
are synonymous terms. Definitely there are 
ways maintaining and sustaining the 
American way life. Tell them Amer- 
ica. Tell them what democracy really is.

Archbishop Cushing reported that the 
N.C.C.M. has been extending its facilities and 
its diocesan affiliations. The circulation its 
monthly organ, Catholic Men, has jumped 
from 12,000 50,000. has been co- 
operating actively with the National Organiza- 
tion for Decent Literature and has continued 
its sponsorship three radio projects the 
Catholic Hour, the Christian broadcast, and 
contributions other radio and 
grams. The N.C.C.W. likewise attained its 
greatest growth. One its outstanding activi- 
ties was the two leadership training institutes 
the summer 1951. The affiliations the 
organization increased from 6713 July, 
1951, 7211 July, 1952. Activities empha- 
sized were the committees family and 
parent education, home and school associa- 
tions, libraries and literature, and war 
relief. 

Noting the gradual growth the National 
Council Catholic Nurses, Archbishop 
Cushing urged the initiation more diocesan 
councils the organization. illusion,” 
said, “to attempt separate the purely

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Interest What Happens 
Schools 


Somehow other people, particularly 
parents, should interested what hap- 
pens schools. said “people including 
parents” because everyone should in- 
terested schools one the most vital 
factors community welfare. Community 
welfare depends largely the knowledge 
which schools help bring men and 
women. 

One the most promising recent 
movements public education was the 
Citizens’ Committee for Public Schools. 
Citizen interest when informed 
excellent thing, and area more 
needed than the field education, tax- 
supported and otherwise. But the move- 
ment seems following the usual trend. 
seems fizzling the usual manner. 
gets lost its own machinery and, what 
more significant, becomes primarily 
interested the machinery education. 
becomes concerned with 
school elections, etc. While they are im- 
portant, such interest not putting first 
things first. Bond issues, new buildings, 
school elections are important the 
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extent that they improve what happens 
classrooms. they not this, they 
are futile. new mansion school build- 
ing that continues education lost 
words, mere facts, school tests and 
examinations not important. More 
money for education significant only 
means greater opportunities for self- 
stimulation the students. 

When substantive issues: arise they are 
danger developing into protective 
propaganda. The Pasadena case was 
great opportunity clarify great issues 
but was fumbled the incompetent 
propaganda the “Pasadena Story” and 
futile personality clashes. 

Catholic education need the 
same kind “external” interest. Schools 
are located where the location parishes 
are determined the bishops. The kind 
schools (the architecture, and related 
questions) determined the pastor. 
The Home and School Association useful 
when new equipment necessary urged 
the parents. The controlling influence 
different religious communities the 
same city, area, diocese not without 
its problems. There are other problems and, 
the light Catholic teaching the 
primary responsibility the parent for 
the education the child, there should 
some direct means share rather than 
merely delegate this responsibility.

RIVATE education the elementary and 

secondary levels the United States 
growing. These nonpublic schools enroll almost 
one out every eight pupils attending ele- 
mentary and secondary schools the 
today. 1938 they enrolled less than one out 
every ten. 1960 nonpublic schools most 
likely will enroll close one out every 
seven elementary and secondary pupils the 
United States. 


Nine-Tenths Nonpublic Enrollment 

Catholic Schools 

1950, per cent all nonpublic school 
enrollment the (elementary and 
secondary) was found Catholic schools. 
the 29,000,000 pupils enrolled the elemen- 
tary and secondary schools the 
1950, 11.8 per cent 3,409,000 were non- 
public schools. Catholic schools enrolled 3,066,- 
387 this number. 

Nonpublic elementary and secondary school 
enrollments increased per cent between 
the school year 1937-38, normal prewar 
year, and 1950. 1937-38 nonpublic en- 
rollments constituted but 9.5 per cent total 
elementary and secondary enrollments. 
1960 nonpublic schools are expected exceed 
million enrolled (see Table) and account 
for 13.6 per cent all elementary and 
secondary pupils the 1930 Catholic 
schools accounted for almost per cent 
the nonpublic enrollment compared with 
per cent 1950. estimated that they 
will enroll per cent 1960. 


Larger Percentage Choosing Nonpublic 
Elementary Schools 

1928 non-Catholic nonpublic elementary 
schools accounted for only per cent the 
total nonpublic elementary enrollment com- 
pared with per cent 1950 and esti- 
mated per cent 1960. Accordingly Catho- 
lic elementary schools accounted for per 
cent 1928 and per cent 1950; they 
likely will enroll per cent all non- 
public elementary children 1960. 

Public elementary schools enrolled 90.2 per 
cent all elementary school children 
1930 and 87.9 per cent 1950. decade 
hence estimated that the percentage 
children enrolled the public elementary 
schools will have fallen 86.2 per cent (see 
Table). 1960, 12.5 per cent all elemen- 
tary school children will found Catholic 
schools, 1.3 per cent other nonpublic ele-

Catholic High School Enrollment 
Growing Times Fast 

Ten per cent all secondary pupils 
1950 were enrolled 
More than per cent these were 
Catholic high schools. 

1930 only 7.8 per cent all secondary 
pupils were nonpublic schools; 1960 
predicted that per cent all those 
high school will nonpublic institu- 
tion (see Table). 

While the percentage high school attend- 
ing adolescents choosing nonpublic secondary 
schools has been increasing, the greatest in- 
crease has been among those choosing Catholic 
schools. 1920 Catholic high schools ac- 
counted for about half (49.8 per cent) the 
total nonpublic high school enrollment; 
1940, (74.05) per cent all high school 
students not public schools were Catho- 
lic institutions; 1950 more than per 
cent; and 1960 estimated that this 
number will have increased per cent. 

Whereas 1950 public schools enrolled 
89.5 per cent all high school students 
compared with 8.1 per cent for Catholic and 
2.4 per cent for all other nonpublic high 
schools, 1960 estimated that public 
schools will enroll only per cent all 
secondary pupils compared with 10.9 and 
2.1 per cents respectively who will enrolled 
Catholic and other nonpublic secondary 
schools. 

the years from 1938 1950, 
compare recent figures with those normal 
prewar year, Catholic high school enrollment 
increased 46.5 per cent compared with 
growth only 12.6 per cent for all other 
nonpublic high schools for the same period.

The first step teaching description 
arouse the interest the students stimu- 
lating curiosity, fascination, love for 
words. This should result from their study 
poetry, descriptive passages, specific 
words. 

Poetry has tremendous influence teach- 
ing description. Let the teacher English 
composition read poem daily that the 
students will surfeited with picture words 
and alert unique turns phrase and econ- 
omy detail. Call attention its beauty 
diction, simplicity theme, smoothness 
rhythm but don’t painfully dissect the 
poem. Choose fine passages from the best fic- 
tion writers read, examined, and some- 
times imitated. 

word drill for the relationship specific 
nouns and verbs often effective for begin- 
ners. The simple sentence, boy walked 
dewn the street,” offers field rich for har- 
vesting. Concentrating “boy,” each student 
visualizes specific boy. Upon disclosure 
the individual images the word “boy,” the 
students realize the word’s generic quality. 
Keeping mind the specific word chosen for 
“boy,” each student then substitutes syno- 
nym for “walked,” closely related the spe- 
cific noun selected. then, the choice 
“bully,” the verb “swaggered” “stomped” 
might appropriate. Once the student’s 
imagination stirred, the verbs veritably 
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tumble over one another for expression. 

Attention then given synonyms for 
the word with attempt associ- 
ate the chosen word with the rest the 
sentence.

verbs with their modifiers buried them as: 
“hovel” for “small dirty house” and “limped” 
for “walked with halting step.” this time 
the student will keep notebook for jotting 
down new words and connotative phrases 
cultivate word consciousness.

The point view essential factor 
description.

Before the actual writing occurs, the student 
decides the specific details will include 
his picture. checks the time day, the 
season the year, his sense impressions.

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The Wide-Awake Teacher 

The teacher’s ingenuity suggesting topics 
and planning her procedure will increase the 
students’ interest. advisable have 
pattern and have goal. this instance, 
the teacher endeavors proceed from 
exterior scene, through interior, portrait 
description character, thumbnail descrip- 
tion, character settings both harmonious 
and contrasting, character action and 
through dialogue, finally blending them all 
narrative. 

class project perhaps ideal way 
acquaint students with block description. The 
topic chosen may seasonal scene 
tumn pictured “October’s Bright Blue 
Weather.” For some students fall day means 
back school, extra sweater, foot- 
ball. For those who rarely see the beauty 
autumn day, the teacher creates its rich- 
ness color and fruitfulness. 

Each day for about week before class 
development, the teacher reads poem reflect- 
ing autumn’s glory.

Imitative Description 


Bearing mind the factors description 
already studied, the students prepare class 
description.

After probing and questioning the teacher, 
the students finally complete description 
which written the blackboard for dis- 
cussion.

uniqueness. other words, becomes cog- 
nizant the dominant tone. these particu- 
lar scenes, endeavors avoid static re- 
productions introducing some movement. 
The cat swishing his tail, the dripping wa- 
ter, the blowing curtains will add life 
the picture. using every sense, creates 
real picture, not photograph. 


Character Description 


The easiest type character description 
perhaps the portrait. Again using the camera 
idea, the student tries catch, particu- 
lar pose, one loves, eccentric person, 
someone who annoys him. any case, 
selects individual that knows well. 
bride standing the stairs about throw 
her bouquet, sea captain the wheel, 
swimmer poised for dive are few sub- 
jects. vary the format, the portrait may 
incorporated friendly letter. The 
teacher, thereby, covers two forms compo- 
sition. Principles letter writing may 
taken previous the assignment. 

develop succinctness creative work, 
students compose thumbnail one-sentence 
sketches the individuals handled the fore- 
going descriptions. These they first examine 
for one dominant trait vindic- 
tiveness, gaiety, innocence. Students find this 
exercise delight. Charles Dickens, Katherine 
Mansfield, and Henry, mention few, 
abound with such miniatures which may

the nose screws, tilts, sniffs, snorts; the mouth 
puckers, whistles, scorns, curls. Every joint 
the arms and legs suggests actions that are 
significant character portrayal.

Emotionally 
charged dialogue best expressed staccato- 
like phrases, while serenity feeling may 
indicated smooth flowing sentences. 

The choice character here requires con- 
sideration. the character can described 
best having him sit crackling logs 
reading book, then attempt made 
reveal him through talk. dramatic situa- 
tion ideal setting for dialogue portrayal, 
one which the character has make 
decision has made one that endangers 
life. Two characters together with one subor- 
dinate may provoke good dialogue, manu- 
facturer and down-trodden employee asking 
for raise, hen-pecked husband with his 
wife the moment the husband finds himself. 

lesson the use quotation marks, 
together with drill synonyms for “said” 
should prelude the description through dia- 
logue. The teacher advices the use standard 
books synonyms and Roget’s Thesaurus, 
but when possible, she draws from the student 
suggestions and questions. 

Description then tool for vivifying nar- 
ration. Hence, concluding exercise and 
proof the student’s power use description 
profitably, all types description are blended 
into narrative. The student imagines 
librarian, clerk, teacher, radio announcer, 
conductor and recounts day’s experi- 
ences. doing, describes the characters 
has encountered, using all types the por- 
trait, miniature thumbnail, character 
harmony contrast, character through action 
types. 

preparation for creative writing, this 
procedure has proved invaluable. the close 
semester description, the student 
more observant, more word conscious, more 
orderly, and less prone weight his work 
with long, meaningless descriptive passages. 
Like the painter with his brush and pigments, 
the student will re-create life with his pen 
and words.

When 
put into the concrete one that appeals 
the curiosity and interest, the will 
learn follows.” 

The textbook presents the theorem geo- 
metric truth first, and then the problems which 
will solve. Few youths are curious about 
interested any geometric truths. For that 
matter, few adults are interested. Father 
Courtney interests them the problem 
solved and then teaches them the means 
that enable them solve it. this war 
torn world, may teaching not only 
geometry but the means which they can 
save their lives.

The seeds priestly (religious) vocations 
were now taking root seemed, for one boy 
reacted saying: “It makes want 
priest say Mass every day.” 


Altar Equipment 


The necessary altar equipment began 
take shape. First, lad made tabernacle 
from starch box, and after was painted, 
girl lined the interior and made small cur- 
tains for it. Another child cut missal stand 
from cigar box, while several boys designed 
and carved from wood six candleholders. 
Next, gilded water goblet represented 


Also gilded covered stemlike candy 


dish became the ciborium. The large host was 
cut from heavy white drawing paper. 

While the boys were engaged, the little 
group sewers made altar cloths, finger 
towels, corporals, and purificators. The sewing 
group finished its work making liturgical 
drape (or dorsal curtain) complete the idea 
liturgical altar. They decorated with 
the Greek letters for Christ and the first and 
last letters the Greek alphabet. Finally 
child brought crucifix, blessed candles, and 
picture frames for the altar-card material. 


Missal Study

Each his movements was preceded 
report résumé the approaching part, 
while the Missa Recitata, term it, con- 
tinued with the lay apostolate youth and 
two altar boys. Continuously the English 
translation the Easter Mass (selected for 
this study) reverberated from mouth priest 
that student. 


Silence Soul and Adore 


The great act Consecration this point 
had sacredness and solemnity all its own. 
Yet, however great the privilege bestowed 
the child priest may have seemed until now, 
took flight. For several moments deep 
silence was most apparent, while the students 
read silently from their missals the gigantic 
words Consecration. 

The powers the priesthood were apparently 
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deeply felt, for when the presentation was 
ended, the student priest said: 

“Now know really want priest, 
holy feeling that comes over me.” 

While the class gazed upon the large sus- 
pended Host held the boy priest’s hands, 
they prayed the solemn words adoration 
the great St. Thomas Aquinas “My Lord 
and God.” 

Then the uplifted chalice, although without 
content, provoked the utterance the loved 
prayer reparation: 

“Eternal Father, offer Thee the precious 
Blood Jesus Christ reparation for 
sins and for those the whole world.” 

Then begging the Lamb God take 
away his sins, the child priest made ready, 
were, for the consumption the Great 
Sacrifice, while the class said aloud the three 
Communion Prayers. 


One Heart and Soul 


Gently the tabernacle door was unlocked, 
while from the celebrant took the tiny 
ciborium containing small white paper hosts. 
From the body the classroom came those 
apparently desiring partake their Sacred 
Heritage. 

With the greatest reverence, evidenced 
both child priest and classmates, did the 
children gesture the reception their God 
only find that their ears were being fed 
the heaven-sent words:

this time the tabernacle door was closed, 
and the missals were again hand. Then the 
class recited the last prayers the Proper 
English. Soon the boy celebrant extended 
his hand blessing over the group. The 
Gospel St. John proceeded from the lips 
all. the beginning was the Word, and 
the Word was God.” The atmosphere seemed 
changed with the presence God. the 
mention the words, “And the Word was 
made Flesh,” the final tribute adoration 
was made, while both student priest and act- 
ing children (laity) genuflected reverently. 

The usual prayers after Mass were said 
slowly all. the words, Sacred Heart 
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The children developed deep appreciation the Mass making the altar and 
vestments and dramatizing the Holy Sacrifice. 


Jesus, have mercy us” was said three 
times, final touch holiness seemed 
envelop the hallowed classroom. 


Finished 

Slowly the priest and servers returned 
that section the room called the sacristy. 
Then the class was seated, the unvesting 
the future priest took place. The girls, 
previously instructed, placed the vestments 
the required order for proper vesting. 

was hard believe that one was not 
real Mass, both children and assembled 
parents genuflected, prayed, and conducted 
themselves most edifying way during the 
45-minute dramatization the Sacrifice 
the Mass. 

The audience seemed ordered fuller 
meaning and more realistic participation 
the Great Sacrifice offered daily our altars. 

The silence was broken the voice the 
instructor who reminded the group that now 
having both heard and partially seen what 
true beauty found the Mass, they 
would best show their appreciation at- 
tending the real Sacrifice Calvary even 
daily possible. 


The Real Test

about studies which had benefited them most. 
Each letter somewhat resembled the others, 
for all the class expressed the great privi- 
lege which was theirs learning and drama- 
tizing the Mass they had done. One child 
wrote, “Through the study the Mass 
have been encouraged daily Mass.

Another student remarked, enjoyed hear- 
ing the prayers the Mass English.” 

Several children said, all seemed real, 
that one would think was assisting the 
Real Sacrifice, with real priest.” 

Finally, one individual 
learning the language real child.

ways remember the Sister who taught 
love the Mass. hope I’ll near the Mass 
all life.”

Masses throughout the hot summer months. 
The conduct has continued through the 
high school days these youths. Recently 
member the class wrote:

Mass and Holy Communion, you really 
want have ‘Wonderful Day.’” 

only one soul was brought nearer the 
great love Christ the Mass, this study 
was satisfying achievement for their 
teacher. Who, but God, will ever know how 
many vocational seeds were sown the re- 
ligious field, how many those same chil- 
dren, who may later years become in- 
different, will not awaken suddenly the 
realization what precious treasure they 
have lost neglecting their obligation 
hearing Sunday Mass.

round-table discussion was held. The 
questions for the discussion were: Does each 
age produce its quota great leaders? 
greatness readily discernible must 
given the test time? 

Special effort was made stimulate the 
pupils enough make their reports interest- 
ing and exciting. Good reports are able 
persuade the classmates read the books 
brought into the classroom. 

Pupils were asked refrain from making 
lengthy reports the book. Instead, they 
were encouraged deliver short, spirited 
ones, stressing the central idea and points and 
qualities the great men which were 
noteworthy. 


Accomplishments 


the project with all its activities was 
reaching its peak, was observed that spe- 
cific concepts evolved from the unit. These 
were:

The Great Biography 
give all the pupils good acquaintance 
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with the greatest leader and model youth, 
five-minute reading from Christ the Gos- 
pel opened each school day. This was followed 
subsequently three-minute meditation 
from Rev. James Keller’s Three Minutes 
Day. These readings were like injections which 
invigorated and strengthened the spiritual life 
the class each morning. 

Catholic education make our pupils 
admire rightly, make them worshipers 
the truly great.

How Treat Defective Speech 
Sister Linus, O.S.B.* 


There are one and half million children 
the United States with defective speech. 
Early speech habits will kept throughout 
life. Teachers primary and intermediate 
grades have obligation aid not only 
retraining the speech defective, but also 
preventing speech handicaps, since per cent 
our interchange thoughts done through 
speech. Although most schools not have 
special speech teachers, every teacher can help. 
Indirectly teach speech habits daily all 
classroom discussions and activities. 


Real Problem 

Defective speech habits not only retard 
school progress, but frequently lead per- 
sonality disorders. Here little Mike, bright 
eyed chap, experiencing his first day school. 
All thrill follows the group his 
own age. recess begins chattering with 
the other children. But suddenly what hap- 
pens? begins realize cannot un- 
derstood the other members the group. 
draws back and takes small part, any 
all, conversation. His whole life ruined 
because this sad experience. doubt, 
many have witnessed such sad incidents 
our teaching career. must motivate 
speech that the child will feel able as- 
sume his place society. Little Mike 
made again active member the normal 
group the classroom, the playground, 
and the stage. needs our help. 


When speech defective? Speech defec- 
tive when deviates far from the ordinary 
mode expression the people group 
that calls attention itself, interferes with 
communication, causes its possessor 


maladjusted. 
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Kinds Defects 

What types speech defects are most fre- 
quently found children primary and in- 
termediate grade levels? There are many. 

Baby Talk substitutions that 
have persisted beyond the normal time for 
correction. 

Just because little Mike doesn’t say every 
word perfectly when begins school doesn’t 
necessarily mean that speech defective 
child. perfectly normal for some substi- 
tutions sounds found. This depends 
the age the child. Studies have been 
made which indicate the age which certain 
sounds are expected uttered correctly. 
sound substitution appears before that age 
the speech not defective but yet unde- 
veloped. occurs after that age the speech 
considered defective and have ob- 
ligation before us. would well for all 
teachers acquainted with the various 
speech-age levels given the following 
table. 

child three and half years should 
and 

child four and half years should have 
and 

child five and half should have 
learned the sound 

child six and half should have 
learned the sound soft th, zh, sh, 
and 

child seven and half should have 
and wh. 

should observe any speech deviations 

the light this table and see how can 
remedy them time. 
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Cluttering too rapid rate speech, 
slurred and omitted syllables, distorted 
speech sounds. This defect often noticed 
words having final consonant unaccented 
syllables. They are either mispronounced 
not sounded all. Mary may say, “Yes, 
’stir, I’m finish writin’ ’rithmetic.” This 
may also classified slovenly articulation 
habit.

Stuttering. All children who stutter are 
not stutterers. The reason that all children 
through period speech awkwardness 
which they repeat themselves and stumble 
over words. This often persists into primary 
and intermediate grades. evident that 
more boys stutter than girls. Recent surveys 
have proved this true the ratio 
three boys one girl.

Standards determine effects grease, 
oils, alkalines, acids, and bleaches 
floor coverings from different manu- 
facturers, results showed that regular 
asphalt tile had poor resistance most 
the oils and dilute acids, and only fair 
resistance beef tallow. general then, 
recommendations for cleaning asphalt tile 
floors break down into four simple rules. 


Gentle Cleaning 

Use fast-wetting Neutral Chemical 
Cleaner thoroughly penetrate the 
dirt layer without hard scrubbing 
rinsing. 

Apply the cleaning solution with 
clean mop, allow set two three min- 
utes, then mop squeegee off soiled solu- 
tion (or you can use wet and dry pickup 
vacuum), and wipe dry. 

Keep scouring powder, gritty cleaning 
compounds, soaps, away from your asphalt 
tile floor. They fail clean completely be- 
cause they can’t rinsed properly; the 
resulting scum insoluble grit powder lies 
the floor surface, causing asphalt tile 
wear out long before its time, and making 
subsequent cleaning more 
difficult.

Such seal protects 
against moisture, dirt, and grease 
guards against discoloration fading 
and completely harmless sensitive 
asphalt. safe underfoot, too, and this 
important factor asphalt tile tends 
become slippery when wet. One the 
better such seals the market passes 
antislip tests with co-efficient friction 
per cent greater than minimum require- 
ments the Underwriters’ Laboratories. 


Protective Waxing Adds the 
Beauty Finish 
When comes that attractive finish 
coat, there are two important things re- 
member. The most important: only 
water-emulsion self-polishing wax safe 
asphalt tile. Because this type wax 
has water base that will not damage the 


tile. Other paste waxes that require polish- 
ing have naphtha turpentine-like base 
that will soften the tile and cause the 
colors run. The Asphalt Tile Institute 
recommends only water-emulsion waxes 
and cautions against the use waxes con- 
taining solvents such benzine and oils 
which will permanently soften tile. Then, 
sure the wax you choose safe under- 
foot and rates approval from 
Underwriters’ Laboratories. 

Follow through with this easy method: 

Apply liquid wax with applicator 
mop. Use shallow receptacle into which 
mop applicator dipped then applied 
the floor. This method less wasteful 
than pouring directly the floor. 

Use two thin coats rather than one 
heavier coat. thick layer will not harden 
completely and catches dirt. 

Don’t use varnish, plastic finishes. 
They yellow the floor and may cause tile 
curl and crack. They can never re- 
moved satisfactorily.
